unw illin g to take these oaths them selves, or to agree that 
all public em ployees should take them ? 
Consider some of the oaths already required, and 
accepted as a m atter of fact for considerably m ore than 
a century and a half. 
H ere is what the U . S. Constitution requires of the 
President: 
“ I do solem nly swear (o r affirm ) that I w ill 
faith fu lly execute the O ffice of President of the 
U nited States, and w ill, to.the best of m y ability, 
protect and defend the C onstitution of the 
United. Sta tes/’ 
T h e Penn syl van ia C onstitution requires that cill Sen 
a to m and Representatives and all judicial, state and conn 
ty officials must sw ear as follow s: 


“ I do so) em Iv swear tor affirm ) ilia! I w ill support, oln*y and 
defend Urn Constitution of the rioted States and the Constitution 
of this Commonwealth, and that I w ill ditteharye the duties of m> 
office with fidelity: that J have not paid or contributed, or prom­ 
ised to pay or contribute, either directly or indirtM th , any money 
or other valuable tiling to procure my nomination or election 
arr appointment i, except for nece.ssaiy and proper expense ex­ 
pressly authorized by law; that I have not. knowingly violated 
any election law of this Commonwealth, or procured it to tie done 
by others on my behalf; that I w ill not knowingly receive, di 
re d ly or indirectly, any money or ethel valuable tiling for the 
performance or non-performance of any ai t or duty pertaining 
lo my office, other than the compensation allowed by law " 


That oath, in the form set forth in the C onstitution 
of 1874, has been taken by literally thousands of Penn syl 
vanians w ho felt them selves neither insulted nor injured 
by it various provisions. 
I hose w ho have held m ore than 
one state office have taken it for each o f them. A n y o n e 
w ho asserted that this form was, for exam ple, a “ lim it on 
free speech and free thought, and therefore dangerous,“ 
w ould have been laughed out of court. 
N o w consider the language of the proposed state 
lo yalty oath, against w hich the parlor pinks have ganged 
tip and have enlisted the services of some w ell intentioned i 
hut guilt! lie ed ucators: 


“ I d(» solemnly uweur (or affirm ) that I will support ami 
defend tin* Constitution of Hie United .states aud the Constitution 
of the State of Peiim .yKunia against all e n e m ie s foreign aud 
domestic; that I w ill bear true faith aud allegiance to the same, 
that I luke this obligation freely without any mental reservation 
or purpose of evasion; and that I w ill well and faithfully dis­ 
charge the dutitK upon which I am about to enter. And 
I 
do 
further swear (or affirm ) that I do not advocate nor atli I know­ 
ingly a member or tin affiliate of any organization, group or com­ 
bination of persons that, advoeati s, tie* overthrow of the govern­ 
ment of the Knifed States or of the State by force or violence, 
and tliut during such time as I am a member or an employe of 
. . . . I w ill not advocate nor knowingly heroine a member nor 
alt affiliate of any organization, group or combination of poison 
that advocates tin* overthrow of the (lovernment of the Culled 
States or of this State bv force or violence ** 


N o w , w h a t’s the m atter w ith that pledge? Ju st what 
about it can its critics agree upon as being the source of 
their objections? I he first portion is substantially the same 
as oaths already taken by the thousands in all units of go v­ 
ernm ent, national as w ell as state anil co un ty, lf govern ­ 
ors and presidents can take such oaths w ith pride and dig­ 
nity, w hat have their subordinates to com plain about? 
I he second portion, consisting of a solemn prom ise 
not to join subversive, anti-Am erican organizations, is 
sim ply the converse o f the first. A n yo n e w ho can honestly 
sw ear to uphold the State and N ational C onstitutions can 
certainly have no valid objection to sw ear this is the nega­ 
tive form — that he w ill not help those w ho plot against 
our governm ent. 


M ost of the criticism s have been fantastic, silly in the 
extreme. 
T hey art* far-fetched, and evade the real issue. 
F o r exam ple, a m em ber of the G en eral A ssem bly protested 
that this “ o a th " w ould be extorted from mem bers of the 
Society of Friends seeking state position, despite their 
aversion to oaths— either deliberately or ignorantly dis­ 
regarding the alternative form of the oath as an “ affirm s 
fin n " in language w hich is in keeping w ith Q u ak er doc-, 
trines. 
T h e only point 
where freedom of speech or of 
thought could be in volved by this oath is w hen it is a ques­ 
tion of saying or thinking that the governm ent ought to lie 
overth row n by violence. 
It is quite true that under the principles of the I )eclar- 
ation of Independence, any A m e rica n w ho wishes to do so 
can preach revolution. But neither the State nor the N a­ 
tional C onstitutions were w ritten to bi* self destructive, 
and it is absurd to say that an y governm ent has to hire or 
to retain those w ho are w orkin g for its destruction. 
M oreover, the argum ents about freedom of speech, 
as referred to in the f ederal C onstitution, ire in no wise 
pertinent, since the fed eral C onstitution m erely restricts 
Congress (no t the S ta tes) from infringing that right. 
A s for freedom of speech under the State C on stitu ­ 
tion, this section contains tile very significant m odifying 
clause, that the individual shall lie “ responsible for the 
abuse of that lib erty.” 
If the Legislature, acting on liehalf of the patriotic 
m en and w om en of this C om m onw ealth, decides to place 
as a price upon preaching or aiding subversive activities 
the penalty of not holding office under the governm ents 
being thus assailed, this action w ould seem to fie thor­ 
oughly just and appropriate.
